"It brings a blush of shame to 
draw the comparison between the 
State Institution for the Deaf in the 
charge of a man as a housekeeper- 
Sii[)erintendenf Johnson -and an 
other in the charge of three of our 
own sex." 

Perhaps never before during his 
lengthy career as snperintendent of 
the Indiana Institution for the 
Education of the Deaf, has a " t)ou- 
quet " of just the same nature come 
so "straight from the heart" to 
Richard O. Johnw)n. It is the 
most interesting part of the lengthy 
report made liy the visiting com- 
mittee of the IxicaI Connnil of 
Women who, in their tour of chari- 
table and State Institutions recent- 
ly called on Superintendent John- 
son. The women do not mention 
tlie particular inHtitiition to which 
they ilirect unfavorable criticism 
by comparison, leaving an infer- 
ence to be drawn. 

" We left him," the report con- 
tinues in the same paragraph, 
" hofiing that the man who had eon- 
flueted a school so nobly and with 
siuih a touching fatherly reifard for 
his alTlictod ' family' that It has be- 
come a part of his very being, 
would continue long at its head." 

The report which ends with the 
stKive ruratTiiph, first fells of the 
ry eonditions which 
'•hool for the deaf. 
The comrniffee during its visit was 
offered "one dollar a he»d " by 
Superintendent Johnson for ail 
vermin or insects found in the 
building's Attention Is called to 
the tact that the structure was 
erected in 1844, and here again the 
committee makes a veiled attack on 
" another institution " erected in 
1H7.'3, which it stAteii Ib overrun 
with vermin.

Superintendent Dobynshas issued 
a circular to the parents ami miar- 
dians of deaf children in the State of 
Mississippi, in which are the follow- 
ing statements : — 

It affords me the very greatest 
pleasure to notify you that the [ire- 
sent Legislature has made the ap- 
propriations asked b> the Board of 
Trustees and that it will be possible 
before the end of tlie next two years 
for this Institution fo admit all the 
deaf children who may apply. It 
has don»« more than that. It has 
put il in the power of the Board of 
Trustees to provide for them indus 
trial training as well as a literary 
educaficm. 

As I said t.o the Board of Trustees 
in my last biennial rejjort : " There 
has never been in the history of the 
world so universal a demnn<l for 
te<!hnical knowledge and training of 
fhe hands as there is to-day. There 
is no class of peojile on earth whose 
welfare apjieals so h udly for indus- 
trial (Mliication as the deaf, because 
they literally live liy and through 
ttieir fingers. Clut off, as they are, 
from rto many avocations that bring 
jileiimre to the mind and profit to 
the liand, surely every avenue that 
makes them in<!ependent, happy 
and useful, should be thrown wide 
ojxfii and not only an op[)ort unity, 
but a (!ordial invitation to enter be 
given." 

I shall bring the matter of niak- 
intr the provision confemjilated liy 
the Legislature fo the attention of 
the Tiustees at their next meetirig 
and they will heartily co-operate 
with nie in hastening the good day 
when that "cordial invitation to 
enter" can be jriven. 

I would not have you think for a 
moment that this Institution has 
been so far behind us ;o totally 
neglect such important interests of 
the <leaf children. Though it has 
been haiirlicappe<l by the want of 
room and equipm«!nt, still, '• many 
deaf r-hildreii have been trained for 
usefulness and made independent, 
self HupporUuii citizens, and have 
been blessings instead of burdens 
fo society. In 1803 I very carefully 
gathered the statistics relative to 
the occupations and accumulations 
of the deaf who had gone from this 
school since the (Mvil War. From 
the r-eturns 1 foiirnl that the earn- 
ings of sixty-two amounted to 
$13,158 annually, which was al- 
most equal fo what the State was 
appioprialing at that time fo sup- 
port tim Insiitutloii" — Superinten- 
denC.'i Biennial Ri'jxtrl. 

With the facilities that can now 
be [)rovided their opportunities will 
lie greatly enlaryed an<l their use- 
fulness and happiness should be 
proportionately incr«!ased. 

It will require a year at least fo 
erect and equip these buildings and 
up to that time only about 110 can 
be accommodated. Until this"a<l- 
ditional room" is provided I shall 
have fo ado|)t the old-mill rule, 
" first come, first served." 

I desire to receive and filace on 
file the applications of all who wani 
to enter, so that notices (!an be sent 
to the applicants when the way is 
open to receive them. Should you 
know of any who have not made 
ai»plication please inform them of 
the liberality of the Legislature, 
and fhe desire of the management 
of the Institution to extend these 
advantages fo all who are entitled 
to them. 

If you want \oiir deaf children 
independent, helpful and hajjpy 
you sliould see that they are educat- 
ed, and trained for s<mie useful em- 
ployment ; otherwise they will l)e 
dependent, unhelpful and unhappy.

In her later years she did not 
make friends so reailily ns in youth, 
yet she was beloved by those who 
knew her well.

Editor Dbaf-Mutes' .Iournal : 
— It was not my intention to take 
any part in the discussion which 
has l)een going on in your columns 
between Mn. Gibson and Mr. Green- 
er, of Ohio ; but in Mr. Greener's 
latest efl'ort to put the Society in 
unpleasant and false lights, he 
makes some stHtcments whi(>h are 
so glaringly untrue, and wldch re- 
flects upon itsoflBcers, thai I believe 
it is time to call a halt. 

(1) Mr. Greener says " two bene- 
Ats were given, one of $35 and an 
other of $15, to persons who were 
shamming sickness for effect. The 
paying of these t)eneflts were pub 
fished in the Frat lo act as a sti- 
mulus in the securing of members." 

(2) And " when attempts were 
made in Iowa to start a Inaiieh in 
that Stale, the authorities quickly 
put a .slop to it." 

If any member of the Society has 
ever secured such l)eneflt«, it has 
been witliout the knowiedg(^ of the 
oflloers, and Mr Greener or his in- 
formant would do the deaf at large, 
as well as the socieiy. a service, by 
pioducing such proofs, that the 
parly and Ihe physician, who en- 
dorsed his claim may l»e prosecuted 
in the C<)url8 of Law. He is clial- 
leuued lo do this. 

The F. S. D. has never attempt- 
ed lo start a Itranoh in Iowa, and 
has had no clash with the authori 
ties there or anywhei-e else. 

Mr. Greener must sub.staiiliale 
these stnlemtnts, especially tlie one 
in which he accuses the officers with 
wilh connivanoe at fraud, or retnict 
them, or melhods will he taken to 
call attention to the fad that Iheie 
is such oflTeuse as libel on Ihe 
statute books. 

His fling at Ihe officers of the 
Society as to tlielr honor, far sight- 
edness, flnancial standing, etc , is 
but unolher sample of Ihe " means 
lo the end," which he has been em- 
ploying — distortion, misrepresenta- 
tion, spite, and falsehood, all play- 
ing a part.. 

The Society has no desire lo gel 
into discussion with a man who 
uses such methods in his argu- 
ments, and expects no further state- 
ments from its meml)er» will be 
forced into print as far as .''4r. 
Greener is concerned.

In summer weather women and 
men, too, when possible, wear white. 
Why? To kcej) cool, of coiir.so von 
will say. 

If this be .s,,, ,i,,,, I,,,-, I, iuf 
almost all the creatures that live in 
Arctic regions clothed in white ? 
The usual reply is that the white 
color is for protective purposes— in 
order, in fact, lo make them 
invisible to their enemies in the 
the initlsl ot the wastes of snow. 

But, consider again — is this lea- 
soiiable ? From whom does the 
polar bear need to hitle ? He has 
no enemies lo fear. And as for the 
birds which assume a white plum- 
age wlien I liey migrate north, surely 
they also have far fewer foes in the 
polar regions than when farther 
south. 

Again, if white be a oool color, 
this is surely another re.i 
turning while at the 
winter. It is easy to .streugUu-u 
this argument. Visit the lixipica 
and you will find hardly any white 
animals or birds, and bears are 
either very <lark or else extremely 
brilliant in color. 

Of tropical bir<l8, the commonest 
colois run as follows : 
dark green and dark blue, < r 

green, reds and yellows Speaking 
ot l.irds again, why is il that land 
birds are mostly dark-hued while 
St) many .sea birds arf white ? 

Here is another color puzzle. 
Almost all song birds are soml>er in 
hue. while the brightly coloretl 
species, such as the jays, Iho 
parrots and birds of paradise, have 
natuinlly harsh voices. 

The colois of flowers .,.,,, ,,,,,,-s 
offer numbers of Interesting prob- 
lems. No one quite knows why 
tlie prevailing tint of early spring 
flowers is either white or yellow. 
Yellow, indeed, holds it« own to 
.some extent all through the sum- 
mer, but the typical color of sum- 
mer blooms is pink, while as the 
autumn advances richer crimsons 
and all the rich, glowing hues of 
fluhlias and chrysanthemnms n> 
seeu. 

Horlicultuiisis have produ 
poppies of pretty nearly evei-y sli.i u 
under the sun, and with many 
flowers they seem able to alter the 
colors almost as they please. Yet 
Ihe blue ro.se, ihe black tulip 
green oarii^Uion, seem as far <u 
ever they were in spite of constant 
efTorts to arrive at thera. Nearly 
three centuries ago Dutch ganleners 
imagine<l themselves on the verge 
ot inveulin« a tdack tulip. 

The colors of the blossoms of 
Iruit trees are limited lo white, 
pink, bright scarlet and purple. 

Nor is 
it clear why nearly all plants with 
purple Idossoms have i>olsonous 
properties.

It is propoHed to create a memoiial 
to the lateRev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parinh 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mutes. The present Church 
is Hituat.e<l on 148th Slre<il, just wc^st 
of AniHt.<4rdam Avenue, and is Iniiit 
some lw«!nty-Hvo feet liack from the 
line of the street to permit the (erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
t;0 the church edilhfeand be a center 
of religious anJ social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped duiing his lifetime to see 1h(^ 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as u 
inoflt fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is upod wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
five feet, in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used ior the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
ainonut required for " The Gallau- 
det Memorial I'arish liuilding" will 
l>e about $:30,000, and the Ituilding 
itself, in its position and pur])ose, 
will form a conspicuous inonumeni 
to bim whose life was devoted tu tlie 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heaitily endorse the memorial.
